Both 
boards of directors have approved 
the transaction, which now awaits 
the formal sanction of the Cali- 
fornia Railroad Commission. 

Third Largest Utility. 

The combination will make Pa- 
cific Gas the third ltargest public 
utility in the United States, rank- 
ing next to the Consolidated Gas 
Co. of New York and the Public 
Service Corporation of New Jer- 
sey in the array of gas and power 
operating companies. Gross reve- 
nues of the new Northern Califor- 
nia system are estimated to exceed 
$87,000.000 annually. It serves 
more than 1,200,000 customers. 

The consolidated electric system 
will have a generating capacity of 
1,473,000 horsepower, distributing 
more than 3,000,000,000 kilowatt 
hours. Gas sales are estimated at 
23.158,000,000 cubic feet. In addi- 
tion, there-is an appreciable busi- 
ness in water and steam sales. 

Under the terms of the agree- 
ment, the North American under- 
pea kes to transfer to the Pacific Gas 

Electric $43.886,700 “par value 
common stocks of the Great West- 
ern Power Co. of California, San 
Joaquin Light & Power Co: pora- 
tion and Midland Counties Public 
Service Corporation. 

Minor Conipanies Involved. 

This includes all the outstanding 
common stocks of these companies 
except minority interest of $113,300 
par value of San Joaquin Power 
“common. Control of minor compa- 
nies going with the stocks includes 
Feather River Power Co., Califor- 
nia Electric Generating Co., Napa 
Valley Electrit Co. and other small- 
er units. 

North American Co. transfers to 
Pacific Gas $4,606,100 par value 7 
per cent preferred stock and $146,- 
200 par value 6 per cent preferred 
stock of San Joaquin and Midland 
corporations.

NEW YORK, March 31. — The 
United Gas Corporation, a new 
company organized under the laws 
of Delaware, has announced agree- 
ment by the companies involved in 
ita plan to acquire securities of the 
present United Gas Co., severa)] of 
the latter’s subsidiaries, the Louis- 
lana Gas and Fuel Co. and the 
Palmer Corporation of Louisiana. 

The consolidation was described 
as being one of the largest gas 
mergers in the world. The operat- 
ing gross revenue of the companies 
wak approximately $22.000,000 in 
1929 from the sale of natural gas 
alone. The announcement esti- 
mated the operating gross revenue 
of the subsidiaries of the new cor- 
poration,in its first year after con- 
solidation would be in excess of 
$26,000,000.

to the armed forces used to pro- 
tect the covenants. 

The first section read alone 
would seem to demand automatic 
action against an offender whereas 
the second sction opens the whole 
article to the interpretation — on 
which the British insist—that each 
nation shall have complete freedom 
to decide for itself whether it shall 
use warlike measures. 


France wants a precise declara- 
tion calling for automatic mutual 
assistance against any covenant- 
breaking nation. This Great Britain 
is unwilling to give. Every formula 
of interpretation which the Brit- 
ish thus far have suggested has 
been rejected by the French as in- 
adequate. Unless the French modi- 
fy, their demand, there does not 
seem to be any prospect, after last 
night’s firm statement of the Brit- 
ish policy, that the gap will be 
bridged. 

Intensive Editorial Campaign. 


The London press during the last 
several days has carried on an in- 
tensive editorial campaign against 
assumption of further military ob- 
ligations by Britain. A typical ex- 
pression is that of today’s London 
times, which declares that “it 
would clearly be an intolerable re- 
sult if the naval conference were 
to impose fresh responsibilities 
upon the British Government while 
reducing the strength of the Brit- 
ish navy.” 

The proposed consultative pact 
with America as a participant, has 
been thrust into background by the 
current negotiations. In view of 
conditions imposed by the Ameri- 
can delegation. manifestly no such 
arrangement can be entered into 
if the French and British remain 
at odds on the security question. 


JAPAN’S DECISION 
LIKELY TOMORROW 


By the Associated Press. 

TOKIO, March 31.—It is ua- 
derstood here today that Baron 
Shidehara, Foreign Minister, hes 
completed a draft of instructions to 
the Japanese delegation at the Lon. 
don five-Power naval conference 
authorizing the acceptance of the 
Japanese-American formula witn- 
out material alteration of the fig- 
ures involved but seeking the us 
sent of the other Powers to two 
or possibly three reservations at- 
tached to Tokio's acceptance. It ts 
authoritatively promised that the 
end of Japan's fortnight of mdo- 


cision regarding the Reed-Matsn 
daira formula will come tomorrow. 
The Associated Press has reason 
to believe that the delegates will 
be authorized to accept the formula 
substantially as cabled March 16, 
This agreement of the Japanese 
and American delegates in London 
would provide for the following 
tonnages and ratios of naval 
strength: 
Eight-inch 
180,000, Japan 108,400; 
ratio percentage 60.2. 
cruisers, America 145,000, Japan 
101,500; percentage for Japan, 70. 
Destroyers, America 150,000, Ja- 
pan 106,000; Japan’s percentage, 
70. Submarines, America and Ja- 
pan, 52,000 tons. Tota) tonnages, 
America 527,000, Japan $69,900; 
Japan's percentage, 69.6. 
Attached to this agreement, 
Japan's first reservation would be 
an assertion that the empire's 
right to claim a 70 per cent ratio 
in tonnage of big cruisers at a fu- 
ture naval conference, probably in 
1985, would in no wise be preju- 
diced by the present compromise. 
Japan wishes other Powers for- 
mally to recognize this reservation, 
since Japan's one-sided declaration 
to that effect would be insufficient 
to appease the storm of opposition 
fully expected to arise in Japan 
when the terms of the compromise 
are published. 


Other Reservations, 


The second reservation of the 
empire will concern Japan's desires 
to continue a certain amount of 
naval construction during the pe- 
riod of the treaty, chiefly through 
replacing submarines before they 
reach the l12year age Hmit. 

The Associated Press  under- 
stands that the reservation con- 
cerning eight-inch gun cruisers may 
mention a proposal] that, when 
Japan’s four Furutaka class cruis- 
ers of 7100 tons each, reach the 
age limit, Japan will be permitted 
to replace them with four 10,000- 
ton cruisers, making the American- 
Japanese ratio respectively 18 and 
12 ships and their tonnage 180.000 
and 120,000; Japan's percentage 67.

WOMAN LAWYER SAYS 
HUSBAND SHOT AT HER 


Mrs. Nettie Beckerle, Some- 
time Provisional Police 
Judge, Seeks Divorce. 


Before an interested audience of 
200 political workers and friends, 
including men and women members 
of the Republican and Democratic 


¢ity committees, “Judge” Nettie 
Beckerle took the witness stand in 
Court of Domestic Relations today 
and related a number of episodes 
in support of her suit for a divoree 
from Henry Beckerle. 

Mrs. Beckerle, a practicing law- 
yer who has served as Provisional 
Police Judge, interrupted her tes- 
timony at one point to remark: “I 
wish that woman in the front row 
wouldén’t make faces at me.” 

“Now, Mrs. Beckerle. don't get 
perturbed,” her own ilawyer ad- 
vised. 

For the most part Mrs. Beckerle 
radiat a professional calm which 
was reflected in her studious 
answers, prompting her husband's 
lawyer to object: “This woman is 
an attorney and her answers are 
calculated to aid her own case.” 

Judge Hamilton mildly answered 
that he would consider relevant 
details only. 

Charges General indignities. 

“My husband is terribly jealous,” 
she testified, in support of her al- 
legation of general indignities. “In 
July, 1929, I caught him down on 
his hands and knees peeking at me 
around the corner of a filling sta- 
tion at Tower Grove and Lafayette 
avenues. 1 was greatly humiliat- 
ed.

Mrs. Marchand, wife of 
a painter and schiptor, was beaten 
and chlorofermed in her~home on 
March 6 by Nancy Bowen, 66-year- 
old Cayuga Indian, who believed 
she was a “witch”. Marchand has 
admitted intimacy with Lila. 

The defense at the olitset today 
moved to dismiss the indictment on 
the ground that “the people have 
wholly failed to prove a homicide 
by the defendant or to prove any 
connection. in this crime between 
Lila and Nancy.” The motion was 
denied. d 

The motion was made after 
Prosecutor Guy B. Moore had re- 
opened his case briefly by placing 
on the stand Brant Schultz, a 
farmer of Perrysburg, living along 
the border of the Cattaraugus res- 
ervation, to testify he had given 
Lila’s father about one ounce of 
chloroform on the day before 
the State charges Clothilde Mar.- 
chand was beaten and -<hloro- 
formed by Nancy Bowen. 

Prisoner’s Father Got Drug. 

Schultz, said Anson Jimerson, 
Lila’s father, had asked for the 
chloroform on the day preceding 
the murder.

The beginning of April generally 


welcomes @ generous supply of. 


fresh strawberries in the  iocal 
markets. The berries are shipped 
in from Texas and other Southern 
states and the price is not prohib- 
itive. 

However, the clever housewife 
makes combination strawberry 
dishes in these early days of the 


berry season; such attractive des- & 


serts as shortcake, pies, puddings, 
ices and gelatine extension dishes 
which are readily made and sat- 
isfy the demand for the luscious 
strawberry. 

Directions for making - several 
of these suggestions follow: 

Strawberry Sponge. 

One cup strawberry juice and 
pulp, one-half cup sugar, one level 
tabiespoon gelatine, one-fourth cup 
cold water, one-half cup boiling wa- 
ter, one tablespeon lemon juice, 
two egg whites, one-fourth tea- 
spoon salt, one-half cup whipped 
cream and sponge cakes or cook- 
ies. 

Soak gelatine in cold water about 
five minttes and. dissolve in boil- 
ing water. Add sugar, strawberry: 
pulp and juice, lemon juice and salt. 
Allow to thicken by setting mixture 
in cool piace. When it begins to 
congeal beat gelatine mixture, add 
beaten egg whites and fold in 
cream. Serve on siices'of sponge 
cake or cookies and garnish with 
whole strawberries. 

Note: Pineapple may be used in 
this recipe instead of strawberries. 
Fresh, raw pineapple nrfst be 
cooked for several minutes before 
gelatine is added. 

Frozen Strawberry Dainties. 

Use one-fourth cup strawberry 


| juice, three-fourths cup sugar, one 


tablepsoon gelatine, two and one- 
fourth cups strawberry juice and 
pulp,and one pint cream whipped. 

Soak gelatine in cold strawberry 
juice about five minutes and dis- 
solve by holding dish with gelatine 
over hot water. Add dissolved gel- 
atine to strawberry pulp and juice 
and add sugar. 

Rinse molds in cold water and 
fili to depth of one inch with 
strawberry gelatine mixture. ffi 
mold with whipped cream, sweet- 
ened and flavored. Pack mélds in

frigerator and allow to freeze for 
several hours. Or put in covered 
pail and pack with ice and salt se 
dainties will freeze. 

To serve, unmold on plate and 
garnish with whole strawberry. 
Frozen strawberry jelly will ap- 
pear on top of the frezen cream 
when unmolded. 

Strawberry Pic. 

Make suficient pie crust to fil 
one pie pan. Bake crust and let 
cool. Fill the crust with mashed 
sweetened strawberries and cover 
with meringue. Put ple in oven 
sufficiently tong to brown the 
meringue. Remove from oven and 
tet cool. When ready to serve, the 
top of ple may be garnished with 
half or whole berries.

there is an ancient man who is pop- 
ularly reputed’ to be 110 years old.

ing, when the steamship Tamaroa, 
19 days out of New Zealand, 
dropped anchor at the Balboa en- 
trance to the Panama Canal.

He Says He Is Now Inclined to 
View the Viceroy’s Salary With 
More see ad

BOMBAY, india’ March 31.—The 


heavy expenses of Mahatma Gan- 
dhi's volunteers itn their march 
from Ahmadabad to the Gulf 
of Cambay. where they will man- 
ufacture salt in violation of the 
Government monopoly as part of 
Gandhi's civiit disobedience cam- 
paign, have led Gandhi to view the 
size of the salary of Lord Irwin, 
Viceroy of India, with a more

“I am no longer justified in 
twitting the Viceroy about his sal- 
ary,” said Gandhi to a group of 
followers, with the touch of iron- 
ical humor ¢haracteristic of him.

In addressing a wayside meeting 
at Bhatgum, Gandhi said: “I don't 
deserve the money you give me 
with such pathetic faith.” 


LABOR GOVERNMENT MEETS 
MINOR DEFEAT IN COMMONS 


Government Forces, However, Suc- 
ceed Later in Carrying 
Motion on Procedure. 
LONDON, March 31.—The Mac- 
Donald Government, for the second 
time in its 10 months of life, today 
suffered a minor defeat in the 
House of Commons, but imniedi- 
ately rallied its forces and suc-

Today's defeat was on a motion 
for suspension of the - rule that 
the House adjourn at 11 p. m., the 
vote being 183 to 179.

Deficit Has Been $150,000 
a Year and Debt of $60,- 
000 to $70,000 Remains 
to Be Paid. 


A campaign to raise a $750,000 
golden jubilee guarantee fund for 
the St. Louis Symphony Orchestra, 
to . meet its needs for the next 


three years, began with an hour’s 
broadcast by the orchestra over 
station XMOX last night. 

Eugene Goossens, last of the 
guest conductors of the orchestra 
in the season which closed with a 
concert Saturday night at the 
Odeon, directed the following ra- 
dio program: Overture, “In Spring- 
time” (Goldmark); minuet and 
finale from Symphony in D Major 
(Mozart); “The Angelus” from 
“Scenes Pittoresque” (Massenet); 
“The Sorcerer's Apprentice” 
(Dukas); Handels Largo, and a 
rhapsody, “Espana” (Chabrier). 

Announcement of the guarantee 
fund campaign was made in con- 
nection with the broadcast. A 
large committee has been formed 
to direct the campaign, with Ira A. 
Stevens as chairman, Boyle O. 
Rodes and Herbert DL. Condie as 
vice chairmen and David L. Grey 
as treasurer. 

$250,000 Annual Income, 

The fund’ is intended to furnish 
an average income of $250,000 a 
year for the orchestra, in addition 
to the sale of seats. The deficit has 
been running about $150,000 a year 
under the recent policies of man- 
agement, this being the difference 
between seat sales and the guar- 
antee. The larger guarantee is 
sought in order to enlarge and im- 
prove the orchestra from the musi- 
cal standpoint. It is also desired 
to retire a debt of between $60,000 
and $70,000. 

In 1927 the last previous guar- 
antee fund was raised, providing a 
total of about $400,000 for the iast 
three seasons. The orchestra has 
just completed its fiftieth season 
as the St. Louis Symphony  5So- 
ciety, having been established in 
1880. Its history goes back to the 
beginning of the St. Louis Philhar- 
monic Society in 1860. Only the 
New York Philharmonic, founded 
in 1841, is older in this country. 

Campaign headquarters have 
been established at 548 Boatmen’s 
Bank Building.

URGES THAT LONDON 
CLARIFY ITS POLICY 


In Conclusion, States Dis- 
orders in Palestine Were 
Not Revolt Against the 
English Rule. 


By the Associated Press. 
LONDON, March 31.—The Pales- 


tine Commission, which investigat- 
ed the disorders in Palestine last 
year, made public its report to- 
day, concluding that the outbreak 
was intended to be and it was not 
in fact a revolt against British au- 
thority. 

Among the general conclusions 
was a statement that the outbreak 
in Jerusalem on Aug. 23, 1929, was 
from the beginning an attack by 
the Arabs on the Jews for which 
no excuse, in the form of earlier 
murders by the Jews, had been es. 
tablished. .At the same time, the 
commission said that the outbreak 
was not premeditated. 

The report recommended that a 
clear statement of policy by the 
British Government was essential 
to the good government of Paies- 
tine. It was recommended that 
such a statement be made with the 
least possible delay. 

It is important,” the report stat- 
ed, “that the Government should 
make ciear they intend to give full 
effect to that policy with all the 
resources at their command.” 

Steps should be taken, said the 
commission, to insure that the at- 
tention of Palestine Government 
officers in the future is called to 
any articleg in the Palestine press 
which are of inflammatory char- 
acter and likely to excite the feel- 
ings of the people. 

The law should be examined and 
if nécessary provision made which 
would enable the Palestine Gov- 
ernment to obtain conviction where 
articles are published tending to 
breach Of the peace. 

Adequate, efficient and intelili- 
gent service should be established 
to check the activities of persons 
who endeavor to stir up racial feel- 
ing. 

The commisison urged the Gov- 
ernment to appoint shortly another 
commission under authority of ar- 
ticle 14 of the Palestine mandate 
to determine the rights of claims 
in, connection with the wailing wall 
aS a measure essential to peace and 
good government in Palestine. 

The report reminded the Gov- 
ernment that the League of Na- 
tions agreed last January to such 
a procedure. 

The commission found that the 
Grand Mufti, in the part he took 
in formation of societies for the 
defense. of Moslem holy places, 
“was inflmenced by a twofold de- 
sire—to anhoy the Jews and to 
mobilize Moslem opinion on the is- 
sue of the wailing wall. He had 
no intention of utilizing this re- 
ligious campaign as ?* means‘ to 
inciting disorders. 

“Inasmuch as the movement 
which he is part created became, 
through force of circumstances, a 
not unimportant ‘factor in the 
events which led to the outbreak, 
the Mufti, like many others who 
directly or indirectly played upon 
public feeling in Palestine, must 
accept a share in responsibility for 
the disturbances.” P 


WASHINGTON, March 31.—The 
Navy Department is opposed to 
legislation pending before’ the 
House Naval Committee to retire 
Lieut. Alford J. Williams, noted 
speed and acrobatic aviator, with 
the rank of a captain, because to 
single him out would “be a severe 
blow at navm morale.” 

Chairman Britten of the House 
Naval Committee was advised by 
Acting Secretary Jahncke in a let- 
ter made public yesterday that “in 
the opinion of the Navy Depart- 

ment theré is no justifiable war- 

nt for placing Lieut. Williams 
on.«the retired list.” 

Williams resigned, effective May 
8, when he was ordered to sea 
duty, following his failure last year 
to get his privately built Mercury 
racer in condition for the Schnei 
der cup races in England. He gave 
as his reasons his desire to develop 
speed planes. The Navy Depart- 
ment revoked the order sending 
him to sea, and accepted his resig- 
nation. 

Representative Fitzgerald (Rep.), 
Ohio, introduced a bill to retire 
Williams with the rank of Captain 
and with retired pay and allow- 
“ances. 

Praised for Servicc. 

Britten asked the navy for a re- 
port on the measure after a re- 
view of Williams’ record, which 
shows he enlisted Novy..19,. 1917. 
and later earned a commission. 
Jahncke wrote that a study of 
Williams’ service career . showed 
that he had “specialized in indi- 
vidual flight and’in racing.” 

“He is unquestionably one of the 
navy’s best individual flyers, par- 
ticularly in acrobatic matfeuvers 
and in racing, in which fields his 
work along with that of Lieuten- 
ants Rittenhouse, Irvine, Brow. 
Cuddihy and others, brought great 
credit on the navy,” the letter said 
“tiowever, Lieut. Williams has had 
no experience on sea duty or with 
organized combatant wnits, either 
afloat or ashore, and, consequent. 
ly. is not proficient in such essen- 
tials of military aviation as tactics 
with gunnery. 

“In May, 1928, Lieut. Williams 
engaged in a valuable study of in- 
verted flight, the merit of which 
was recognized by the award of a 
Distinguished Flying. Cross. 

“The Navy Department éonsiders 
that Lieut. Williams has rendered 
conspicuous service to the navy and 
to the country in addition to the 
knowledge of safety of aviation in 
the fields of high speed flying and 
in acrobatics.” 

Fears for Navy's Morale. 

In connection with the Fitzger- 
ald bill, the letter said that “it is 
deemed pertinent to point out that 
in other fields the knowledge and 
safety of aviation have been ad- 
vanced by notable achievementa.” 
it added that many naval officers

The tenor of his speech was*that 
people could be good Catholics and 
good citizens at the same time, and 
that it displeased and saddene* hin 
when any distinction was made. 

The pontiff announced he had 
recently had Secretary of State 
Pacelli sign a tetter wherein ail 
of the laity belonging to Catholic 
organizations were invited to col- 
laborate even more closely than 
heretofore with the, ecclesiastical 
hierarchy. The letter was destined 
for world-wide _application.

Here's Some Old-Fashioned Americanism

-"BCENTLY there .appeared in your 


paper a letter which expressed very 
distinctly the faulty principle upon which 
prohibition’ is based. The letter com- 
pares the relation of the American peo- 
ple to their Government with. that of 
children to their parents. 

Prohibition is based on the idea that 
the Government fs the parent and citi- 
zens are the children and as such chil- 
dren must obey blindly anything which 
the parent directs. 

This idea is as un-American as any- 
thing can ‘be. The Declaration of Inde- 
pendence recites certain inuiienable 
rights of al) men, and it then continues 
as follows: “‘That to serve these rights 
governmehts are [nstituted among men, 
deriving their just:powers from the con- 
sent of the governed; that whenever any 
form of government becomes destructive 
of these ends, it is the right of the 
people to alter or to abolish it,” and then 
continues in much stronger language. 
Lincoln said our Government is a govern- 
ment by the people. 

Prohibition is diametrically opposed to 
this American principle. It is only one 
step in a direction which if continued 
will certainly destroy our American sys- 
tem of government. One need only to 
cal] ‘attention to the present agitation 
to abolish the right of trial by jury for 
those accused of breaking the prohibition 
laws. It does not take a vivid imagina- 
tion to see what will follow. 

The. above-mentioned letter expresses 
surprise at the action of the St. Louis 
Bar Association in going on record as 
favoring the repeal’ of the eighteenth 
amendment. 
 Thisiaction. by the St. Louis Bar Asso. 
ciation is very commendable, and is one 
of the encouraging signs appearing on 
every hand indicating that the American 
people are realizing the danger and are 
determined to regain for themselves and 
thelr children the priceless heritage of 
individual freedom bought by the sacri- 
fices and sufferings of the men and 
women who handed them down to us. 
It will not be an easy matter, but it mus? 
be done if we want to prove worthy of 
our forefathers.

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THE ANTI-NARCOTIC LAW. 
Congressman Cochran of Missouri, who has been 
reading our editorials upon the anti-narcotic law, 
asks: “What do you suggest as a substitute?” 

We suggest a return to the situation when the Har- 
rison law was passed in 1914. It is estimated in the 
Federal courts that there are 10 times as many 
drug addicts now as there were then. Cocaine and 
morphine sell legitimately at $15 an ounce. Be 
fore the law anyboay could buy them at drug stores 
which cared to handle narcotics. The effect of the 
law ‘was to put these drugs into the hands of ped- 
diers. Peddlers carry cocaine and morphine into the 
highways and byways, thrust. them under the noses 
of the people, and sell them at $1 a grain or $375 
aD ounce. 

This immense profit has placed thousands of drug 
peddlers in the-field. It largely accounts for Mr. 
Hoover’s recent assertion that the anti-narcotic law 
contributes 33-1-3 per cent of the inmates to Federal 
prisons. Unlike the liquor laws, in which there is 
dispute as to equal guilt of buyer and seller, the 
practice of the courts is to send both drug peddlers 
and drug addicts.to prison. Prison in the case of the 
latter is supposed to be a’remedy for the habit. Since 
the law forbids importation, sale or possession, this 
general application of the act is not in dispute. 
The Harrison law wae at pest an experiment, .and 
as such it has failed. Congress should investigate 
the situation. If it will do so, no doubt will remain 
that the effect of the law has been to defeat its own 
end. Drug using is an unfortunate habit, but obvi- 
ously this is’not the way to deal with it. The law 
has only increased the evil it sought to ‘suppress. 
The country should thervfore return to the prior 
situation and consider trom that point of view what 
can be done. ‘ 
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FAME AND FOOTNOTES. 

John Fitch is a candidate for the Hall of Fame.

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CENTENNIAL OF THE AMERICAN BATH. 

The centennial of the outfitting of the first mod- 
ern American bath is upon us, Usually Adam Thomp- 
son' of Cincinnati has beefi regarded as the father 
of the present day bath, Sanitary historians have 
credited him with setting up a tub of mahogany, 
seven by four feet, lined with sheet lead and sup- 
plied with hot water from a copper coil. That was 
in 1842. Thus the hundredth anniversary of Ablu- 
tionist Thompson’s forerunner of the orchid and 
lavender laving places of today is still 12 years off. 

Now it turns out that the researchers were some- 
what hasty in their look at the record. Walter Daven- 
port in the current Mentor gives first honors fo 
LaPlace Hartling, who in 1830, took up a fine resi- 
dence in St. :Paul-street, Baltimore, and installed two 
tubs, suggested by the royal bath in Buckingham 
Palace. The Hartling tubs, of iron, painted 12 times 
inside, and out-and fitted with faucets and drains, 
created a sensation.

Its centennial affords an opportunity 
for reviewing the hygienic history of mankind. How 
Peter the Hermit, recruiting the First Crusade, gave 
thanks to God that “water had not touched his body 
in 40 years.”

AWRID is very busy and bustling now 
M with the recent change in government. 
There is little outward sign bf any ac- 
tua] unrest such as the papers speak of, but 
the city is heavily policed: © Officers stand- 
ing about alone or in groups are seen 
everywhere, on the streets and in the en- 
trauce foyérs of all the big buildings. 
The students held a parade one morning 
welcoming back to town the professors who 
had been exiled to the provinces by de Ri- 
vera, They sang songs and gave their college 
yells, and sounded very much like-our own 
collegiates despite the difference in lan- 
guage. A regiment of soldiers passed one 
day, evidently bound for some center of dis- 
turbance, but they did not look as though 
they would be of much assistance in quelling 
a riot.
